The Number of Represextatives o be Above 310—-The 
Judicial Circuits of Gc orgia—Mr. Stephens and 
the Metric System—Mr. Blount’s Infiu- 
enc —Other Matters of Interest. 


WASHINGTON, February %.—[Spectal Correspond- 
euce Constitution.}—:he apportionment Dill is 
proving the knottiest trowble yet experienced by 
the house. The committee's bill to fix the number 
of represeutatives at 320 is shown to be the plan 
most Uujust to states that have made the greatest 
growth iu the past decade. As the republicans con- 
tended in the last congress for 319, and as the meas 
ure was supposed Ww represent the wishes of the 
party in this congr ss,the bill seemed likely to pass 
as reporied. The opposition to it has developed 
sueh strength, however, as to make the result un- 
certain. 

Yesterday Mr. Blackburn and Mr. 
Blount showed how unjust the committee bill is, 
and the latter buldly declared that it could not pass 
in its present shape if once fairly uuderstood by the 
house. Some of the western republicans are weak- 
ening in their support of it. 

Southern representatives generally do not want 
to go above 310, and some of them favora stl] 
smaller number. 

Georgia would get a new member at 308. 

[t is safe to say the number of representatives will 
be fixed above 310. 

The friends of the committee bill are firm in its 
support, and express a confidence in its passage. 

GEORGIA IN THE HOUSE. 

Georgia continues to be a very active element In 
the house. 

Mr. Clemeuts has presented a petition from 
about two hundred citizens of the seveuth district 
in favor of national railroad regulation. An anti- 
mon poly society is at work getting 
up such petitions from every part 
of the country. The question may 
not come up at this session, but anybody 
can see it is one of the big issues of tue not distant 
future. Some of the ardentadvocates of restriction 
on corporate powers, want congress to catch hold 
of the difliculty at once, butthere is a sober sense 
prevailing which ackuowledges the delicate dan- 
sxers of the situation and will consent to no action 
that is impelled in haste. 

Mr. Stephens is more hopeful than ever of the 
early triumph of the metric system. The commit- 
tee has ordered some specimens of the coins he 
recommends in his able report tle says that every- 
body who hasseen the goloid coins pronounces 
them the most ,jbeautiful of moneys, while their 
superior hardness gives even a greater advantage. 

Mr. t:lount commands the ear of the house now 
about as readily as he did when he virtually led 


the committee on appropriations. He made himseif 
felt when the postal appropriation bill was up. 

When he speaks there is no expense in fire works or 
waste in preiiminaries. He goes to business witha 
direct energy rarely seenina body well filled with 
fancy talkers 

The new men from Georgia have already takena 
stand indicating that theirabilities are appreciated. 
So farasthe federal officers in the state are con- 
cerned, I confess to a degree of mystitication which 
neither the department nor the visiting Geor.zia 
statemen seem able to remove.

Now he appears to have caught breath, and refuses 
to be kept down. The war on Wade, of Savannah, 
is not so actively in progress, but if Clark goes, he 
will probably lose his p ace, too. 

“It is due Mr Johuson to say that he is not urging 
himself for Clark’s place, but, on the contrary, 
has told his friends and the secretary that 
he prefers his place as postmaster at Columbus. If 
it had not been for Raum, Clark would probably) 
have lust his place last winter, and if he had sur 
vived then would surely have failed under the 
present pressure and the prejudice of the adminis- 
tration aguinst all republicans who hesitate to fuse 
into the new mosaic party in the south.

THE CONDITION OF MR, HIBL.

SOME GEORGIA CLAIMS, 


Georgia is likely to get more of its long delayed 
dues from the government. 

Mr. W O. Tuggle, after pushing through some of 
the old claims for repayment of money speut by 
the state in the early Indiau wars to defend the na- 
tional fronuer, found that between 1812 and 1820 
the state in war with the Creeks, had expended 
money for which no return had been made. He 
began to ask congress to refund this sum. 

Lust winter after hard work he succeed in obtain- 
ing a favorable report in the senate, but too late in 
the sess on to secure the passage of the bill. 

Chances are good in this congress. The bill was 
pressed from the start of the sessiou by the ener- 
getic agent of the state. It went to Mr. Hoar as a 
sub-committee, and ne has reported in favor of iis 
passage. The case is clear, and though all claims 
of this character are handicapped at the start this 
has been worked up so well by Mr. Tuggle that it 
will probably go through without serious difliculty.

The bill by Colonel Hammond to make two ju- 
dicial districts of Georgia stands third on the 
house calendar. First comes a bill to incurporate 
the Garfieki memorial hospital, which will soon be 
disposed of. Next is the bill to codify laws relating 
to the District of Columbia, which, by resolution, 
is to be cousi tered at nizht sessions. The Georgia 
bill is therefore really first, and may come up very 
svon. I believe it meets the favorable consideration 
of the whole delegation, and reasons of. suflicient 
weight exist for its passage without difficuly.

And Reopens a Contest that Will be Both Bitter and 
Lively—How Speculators Traded Upon Ad- 
vance Information of the Decision, and 
Got the Mos: for Their Bonds, Ete.

The Town of Farmington Trying to Escape Payment 

" of its Rallroad Bends. 

FARMINGTON, Me, February 11.—This town has 
for some months borne a widesp ead reputation for 
corporate dishonesty. To-day, however, the citi- 
zeu'’s committe, by whom the repudiated bonds 
were issued, Muke a statement which, to some ex- 
tent, lessens the burden of disgrace. They were 
moved to call public attention to the subject be- 
cuuse, as they say, they feel that the corporation 
has broken faith with them, it» chosen commit:ce, 
aud has brought merited reproach upon its good 
name. The trouble dates back to 1870, when the 
Village Corporation made acoutract with the An 
droscogziu railroad Company to exteud its line to 
the t- wu. Legislative sanction of the proposed ac- 
tion Was obtained, and when the bonds were issued 
it Was by avote of 146 tol. A contract was made 
with the ratlroad company by whichit was to build 
its line to the town and afferd suitable accommo- 
dations for ninety-uine years for $15,000, the town 
to pay the land damages. ‘The bouds seld at par, 
and the town at two subsequent meetings voted 
the necessary sums forinuterest. The supremecourt 
refused to graut an injunction on application oi 
disgruntled parties. i'wo years liter, however, 
four judges sixued an injunction; but it was in- 
Valid until 1578, waoen oue of the non-signing 
judges died, making the four a majority. Owners 
of the unpaid Coupons brought suit in the Uuited 
States Circuit court, aud obtuined judgment for the 
fullamount claimed. ‘bhereupou the town voted 
to puy thesum in dispute and end the litigation: 
buta few daysagou this action Was revoked, and it 
Was Voted to take the cause .o the United States su- 
premecourt. ‘his vote is coudemned by the com- 
mittee. The town’s valuation has increased from 
$458,000 in 1570, to $604,000 in 1881, principally on 
uccount of the railroad benefits.

The readjusters’ cuuncus last night indorsed the 
bill fur redistricting the state into 12 jucieial cir- 
cuits, the bill giviug the governor authurity to ap- 
pointall the Cummissiouers of the same, and the 
senate bill repealing the whipping-post law. The 
wHucitorship questiou was discussed at length. 

Mr. Hale, oneof the four readjusters who bolted | 
the caucus on account of the effort to dictate who 
should be Massey's clerks, made along speech, and 
promised, fiualiy, to abide by the decision of the 
“aucus if Massey was given auother chance. It 
Was thereupon decided to resciud the previous ac- 
tion in nominaudng Ss.

LOOKING FOR THE LOST. 


No Trace Yet Found of Mra. Hughes, Who Disuap- 
peared Recently from Buchanan, Vu. 
BUCHANAN, Va., February 11.—The mysterious 
disappearauce of Mrs. William M. Hughes, a lady | 
of high social position, is attracting the deepest in- 
terest through this section. Although the moun- 


tains throughout this seciion have been 
scoured by searching parties, no trace 
of the missing lady has yet been diseov- 
ered. The mountains are. still covered with 
snow, and have b en ever since Mrs, Hughes mys- 
teriously left her home. Whether she has perished 
from cold or been foully dealt with is not known. 
The latter theory is generally accepted as the cor- 
rect solution of ihe problem. ‘To-morrow new par- 
ties wiil be formed, and the search renewed with 
increased vigor. This affair has aroused the people 
of Alleghany and adjaceut counties. If it be true, 
as feared, that: Mrs. Hughes hus met her death at 
the hands of enemies or others, the guilty persons, 
if caught, will be lynched without mtich ado about 
it Itis hoped that something may be learned from 
to-morruw’s quest.

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NASHVILLE, February 11.—The excitement in this 
city over the disposition of the state debt question 
by the supreme ‘court reached its climax to-day, 


when, as rumor had it, the decision was rendered | 


adverse tothe 100-3settlement. The coutest over 


thestate debt has been 
source of anxiety to the managers of both parties. 
The decixion, therefore, re-opens the whole matter, 
and precipitates upon Tennessee a campaign which 
will be one of the fiercest in the history of the state. 

‘She American says that the decision will be accept- 
edas‘‘the law determined by the state’s arbiter of 
the law, to receive respectful acceptance. The 
question will pe still open and we have. only 
to press on to square and honorable payment of our 
debtsand tothe meeting all our obligations, as 
moral, right, sound policy, demanded by every in- 
terest in the state and necessary to preserve the 
State from utter corruption and ruinin every de- 
partment of public and private life.” 

Regarding the speculations founded on the antic 
ipated decision, there is much indignation. The 
judges did not meet for consultation until Wedues- 
day, and yet on Tuesday the low tax people were 
aware of what the decision would be, aud they used 
their information fer all it was worth in the market. 
ihe American gently hints ata possible collusion 
with the court, when it SAYs it 
“stands by the court with fro- 
found confidence that it has not divulged its 
opinions in edvance of its declaration of them to 
the people of the state. We do this in spite of 
rumors which assume to give facts with great par- 
ticularity, statements which would shake our con- 
tidence did we have less confidence in the judiciary 
of the state. The low tax men are so confident 
that we are satisfied they believe they 
know; we will not believe that they possess a 
knowledge it dishonors the court to suspect they 
possess, until we knowit. Then, while yielding a 
respectful obedience to the law, we shall endeavor 
to find some explanation which wil! save our confi- 
dence in and respect for the judiciary of the state.’’ 
And again it says of the rumors that ‘it would be 
puerile folly toignore it, although it bears many of 
the ear marks of sheer speculative fabrication. 


Confidence in the honor of the court, its delicacy 
and decorum, lead us to regard it as a 
‘lander on the court, ulthough we 
cannot ignore what everybody seems to 
velieve. Itistrueand must be said that we can- 
not trace any of these rumors to the court, and that 
but for the almost universal acceptauce, we could 
see no grouud for believiug that anybody knows 
anything about what the decision will be. Asitis, 
uit taking for true the general belief, no one can 
tell how far the settlement will be effected by the 
d: cision. Many assume togive the position of each 
judge, which isawkward if it turn out to be cor- 
rect, but this may all bemere speculation.” 

ihe Nashville World, a low tax organ, speaking 
of the decision, says; “Upon this decisiou hangs 
the interest of the state and the interest of the 
democratic party. Men who have thought and said 
thatthe people were taking no interest} in this 
question Muay new see that the excilement is 
inteuse, and the very keenest interest is manifested 
even by men who are accustomed to take 
no interest whatever in political questious. 
There will bea shout of approval from ove 
end of the state to the other, and we _ be- 
lieve that the coyserva've business sese of all po- 
litical parties will come to the tront aud take hold 
of the question with a determination to make un 
houest seitlementin an honerable way. All men 
will see the evils which havegrown out of this con- 
tinual dallyiug with a question which ought to 
have been settled years ago, and there will bea 
fixed determination to put it finally and forever 
beyond the pale of politics.’’ 

THE DECISION CONDENSED, 

The opinion of the supreme court delivered this 
morning declares invalid anid uncyenstitutional the 
act of April, 1881, to compromise the bouded in- 
debteduers of Teunessee ai par and three per cent 
interest, coupons receivable for taxes. Two of the 
five judges, Ewing aod Veaderick, di-senttrom this 
decisiou. Reviewing the suit Judge Turney, in 
delivering his opiuion, said: One of the circuit 
judges of the state -had granted a fiat enjoining 
the funding bonds. On its hearing the chancellor 
on bis motion dismissed the bill and complaint. 
The taxpayers appealed. ‘The argument that the 
taxpayer is bound by honor and wordsto pay, un- 
der the existing law, the debt and six percent 
interest, and therefore can sustain no. in- 
jury from a compulsion to pay that in- 
ierest, aud therefore ought not two be 
heard to complain, cannot avail with the court. 
the debtor may ask the intervention of the court 
to prevent the enforcement, in part, of the azree- 
ment to pay,as well es the whole. df, when the act 
is complete on an executed contract, aud is being 
directly enforced, the tux-payer May resist it, there 
is no reuson why he may not strike it 
ut the threshold, and desiroy its half- 
vrownlife. The legislature is the creature of the 
constitution, its actisa nullity, and being a nul- 
lity is not the authority of the state constitu:ion. 
‘The constitution is the work of the people,and can 
ouly be changed vy the people. The funding act 
being unconstitutional, this suit against the offi- 
cers brought iuto being by it is not a suit against 
the oflicers of the state, vut is a suit against the 
citizeus attempling to commit wrong, aud may be 
muintained. : 

The creditors of the state have not the right to 
demana the first mortgage upon the life of the state, 
its taxes and taxing power. In conclusion Judge 
furner said that he considered the funding act un- 
constitutional and void, and that the injunction 
was properly granted aud should be perpetual. 

The two other judges of the majority hold up 
substantially thesame views, but their opinions are 
expressed at great length. 

Chief-Jus:ice Deaderick, in the minority opinion, 
held that the funding act was not void, aud that 
the courts have no power to review or reverse the 
action of the geueral assembly, except such action 
isa Violation of the constitution, ona if wi.hin the 
constitutional power of the general assembly it 
cannot be questioned by the courts upon allega- 
tions of bribery and fraud. He holds that the leg- 
islature has the power to pass a funding act, there 
being no constitutional inhibition; that the act is 
coustitutional, and not void, and that the chance!l- 
lor’s degree dissolying the injunction should be 
atlirmed. 

this opinion is concurred in by Special Justice 
Ewing. he decision of the supreme court to-day 
as to the constitutionality Of the funding act wason 
the sole ground that the legislature could not make 
valid a contract makiug cuoupons receivable for 
taxes for ninety-nine years. in all other respects 
the actisrezgarded as constitutional, and the ma- 
jority hold that the charges of corruption against 
the legislature could not be entertained by the 
judicial department. There was vot a question in 
ihe case touching the liability of the Tennessee 
railroads to a lien in favor of the holders of bonds 
issued by the state in aid of railroads. 


THE COMING ELE@TION, 


Tennessee does not hold an election for eight 
months yet, but political matters are as active as if 
the state was in the midst of an exciting campaign. 
The cause ix the discussion of the debt question. 
The roots of Mahoneism are thought to be spread- 
ing through Tennessee in cummon with other 
southe n sates. There is a capital difference be- 
tween the situation here and in Virginia. The 
Tenuessee republicans are openly arrayed against 
repudiation or readjustment, aud payment of the 
debt ona basis satisfactory to the creditors of the 
state is their party shibbvleth. The whole debt 
question has an important bearing on political 
inatters. as will be shown. 

In any éventits political aspects cannot be over- 
looked. The hext fall electiou will be for governor 
and other state officers, congressinen and legisla- 
ture. With this disturbing element at work fer- 
menting in the democratic purty there is seme 
ground for the republicans to pluck up hope und 
make a bold strike to capturethe swte The dewo- 
crats have been split for a couple years—high aud 


| low tax mea haviug separate state committees and 


running rival organizations. if the split continues 
there is reason to believe the republicaus can drive 
the wedge inserted by Hawkins’'s election still fur- 
ther, provided theirown wedge is notsplit bya 
smaller one. It is needless to state that the senti- 
mentof the business community was overwhelm- 
ingly against disturbing the 100-3 settlement, if for 
no other reason because it wase settlement This 
includes an infiaential, and, of course, respectavle 
elemeut of the democratic party. But om the otner

Mr. Gladstone’s Cloture Proposition—Opiniens of the 
Press. 

LONDON, February 11.—The first of the new rules 
of procedure which Mr. Gladstone will move in the 
house of commons on Monday invests the speaker, 
or chairman of the commtttee, with authority to 
putthe proposition that the question before the 
house ‘“‘be now put.’’ The proposition will not be 
debatatle; butin order for its adoption on a divis- 
10n it must be supported by more than 200 or op- 
posed by less than 40 members. 

The second rule is vesigned to restrict the right of 
members to make dilatory motions in committee 
of the whole: ouse, and limits such rightto one 
time fur each naember,duringthe debate on any oue 


guestion, 10 move either that the chairman dv re- 
port progress, or that the chairman do leave the 


chair. No member shall speak more than once to 
each separate motiun, aud no member who has 
mude oue of these Muolious May Make auother mo- 
tion on the same question. Nv member shail move 
the adjournmeut of the house before the orders of 
the day (ur the moutivus on the pape’, as the case 
may be) have becu reached; but provision is made 
for enuabliug matiers of eXtreme urgeucy tu be 
brought before the house without notice and with- 
Out Gciny. 

Kuies 3, 4,5 and 6 are devoted tothe same sub- 
ject, viz, the authority of the speaker or chairman 
to sileuce Members occupying the time of the 
house With ircelevaut motious or discussion. 

The 7th rule limits the number ol occasions on 
which the principle of a bill may be discussed. 
Under the piescutl procedure, debate May be ralsed 
on the principle of a vill on the jutroutction and 
first reading, the secoud reading, tie motion to gu 
into Cummiuttee, the report, the third reading, aud 
on the questicn that the bill do pass. ihe new 
rule is intended to cuntine the discussion of the 
principle tu toe introduction, the second reading 
uud the third reading. 

The eighth rule is intended to modify the exist- 
ing half-past twelve rule, which prevents official 
business being liken after that hour at night. Iu 
the future, @ Lotice of Opposition, w be eflective as 
u biock, Will require to be given Dy a certain uum- 
ber of Meusvers instead of one, and the half-pust 
twelve rule Will be niade iuapplicavle w the report 
and third reading ofwills.

The tenth and eleveuth rules are technical. 

The twelfth rule is intended to cut off debate or 
amendment von the question of voling Une speaker 
outof the chair Wien ibe goverument has put 
duwii supply as the first orderof the day.

Judge Tourgee in the preface,now that his fortune 
has been made and he is no longer doubtful about 
claiming his offspring, comes out boldly with a bit 
of autobiography which may be worth republish- 
ing. 

‘The two stories that compose this volume,”’ he 
says, ‘‘are printed in this ferm because I love them. 
Almost a decade has passed since they were writ- 
teu. I feel old while I read the proufs, asif looking 
upon a swift-grown child. I have not changed 
them—I could not. To me they are parts of a great 
panorama which I tried to paint with the whole 
vast scene outspread before me. To change a part 
would mar the harmony of the whole. 

‘‘{ was first impelled to attempt the field of ro- 
mantic fiction by the wierd faseinationsof southern 
life. Thrown while yet young and impressible into 
the very vortex of the reconstruction era, with the 
sound of the bugle yet in my ears, the breath of 
battle hardly blown away from the field of sirife, 
with the shadow of slavery passing slowly over the 
land on which it had rested so long and so heavily, 

' walked amid the strange, incongruous elements 
around me, as one in a dream. 

‘‘The shadow was over all—the shadow of slave- 
ry, and its children, iguorance and war and pov- 
erty. In the shadow I wrote, contrasting it with 
the light. It came to me then, almost as a revela- 
tion, that the north and the south were two families 
in one house—two peoples under ene government; 
each believing that it thoroughly understood the 
other, and, resting in that belief, becoming hourly 
and hourly more estranged. 

“So lIwrote until the pages grew into volumes, 
and the thoughts once my own—the impalpa- 
ble companions of my day-life and dream-life—en- 
tered into other hearts and became the common 
property of mankind. I meet them bere and there 
and recognize them in strange, new garbs. They 
inasquerade before me in others’ lives and words, 
and I sometimes smile at the antics of the winged 
truants, whom I would not recall, even if I could. 
I do uot judge them—I cannot. I believe they have 
made some lives better.aud none worse! and with 
that 1 am content. 

‘But there were rifts in the shadow, some of 
which I tried to paint. These stories are two of 
tuem.,’’ 

The book is dedicated to ‘‘The New Truth that 
is to be, when the Fire of Self-sacrifice shall have 
Burned away the Dross of the Past and left only 
its Gold.’’ 

“John Eax”’ and ‘‘Mamelon’’ are the names of 
these two pieces of ‘‘romantic fiction;’’ and each 
isan exceedingly ingeniously constructed story. 
The plots ere very clever aud certainly interesting. 
“John Lax’’ runs thus: Charles DeJeunette (very 
like an old Virginia nume, that will oeeryr to every- 
body) chose to marry a niece of his father’s over 
seerinstead of his queenly cousin, whom it was 
understood by the family he wus to wed, of course, 
(for were not all such things tacitly arranged b 
that consolidated consciousness known as the fami- 
ly, in old southern aristocratic times)? For such a 
freak he was disowned by his proud mother, who 
died fiom grief, and disinber:ted by his father. 
But he married the girl, and was bounded by his 
cousin's brothers unul he was imprisoned for debt 
in North Carolina. He saved his life only by 
escaping from prison. He fled = and 
became very rich in the northwest. 
And then strangeiy enough his poor whe fell heir 
to a large fortune in Englaid; 
and, by the direction of the will, 
her husband must taxe his benefactors’ name. 
Charles De Jeuueite, therefore, became John Eax. 
As John Eax he entered the federal army in sixty- 
one—then a widower, however—and became Gen- 
erul Eax. And General tax was stationed on the 
old De Jeunette plantation in ‘65! The prond De 
Jennettes had bravely met death or sullenly ue- 
cepted poverty; but the queenly cousin was still 
uuwedded, The restis plain. 

The plot, which appears commonplace enough in 


Tou gee has wrought out any other. 
yhase of southern life that is portrayed is the 
Pauahtinens of an old aristocratic family. The pic- 
ture goes beyond any fact on record, pos-ibly: but 
ail artis, in a way, an exaggeration. The promise 
—the ‘riftiu the shadow’’—comes in very slowert ‘ 
John Eax, not a haughty DeJeun+tte any .onge:, 
but a developer of the resources of the region, is the 
owner of the estates that he was born hei: to and 
driven from; and little Eaxes aid little DeJenneties 
wiil per, etuate by possible unions so much of the 
old pride aud so much of the new energy as is 


ood. 
3 The other story, ‘‘Mamelon,’’ is not so startling, 
but much moreartistic. An aristocratic southerner 
whose life had been aimless aud luxurious, became 
enamored of vis country as soon asitseceded. He 
fought and lost bope with his cause lost, and be- 
cume estravged from his wife because he was 
humiliated at the poverty to which he had brought 
her. His family pride led him to attempt suicide 
in order that his wife might secure a policy on his 
ife and again be independent. Uh, well, he didn’t 
kiJl himself, you know, but they got rich anyhow. 
Iu this there is a finer drawing of character, I 
think, than in any other story that Tourgee has 
written. His work is plot work. But $ didn't 
inean to fall into criticising. Clever sketches, un- 
doubtedly, but only sketches. The master-piece— 
well, we all wait till TH& CONSTITUTION shall bear 
its ripest fruit. 
There are not many quetable passages (and no 
bitterones). Butif you care fora page o: the book 
iu advance, this quotation may commend itself: 
‘Few, even of the wealthiest nabubs of slave aris

The advantage of 
narrow guage in penetrating the coal fields 
will be apparent, for with easier facility the 
mines lying at difficult points among hills 
can be reached. The difference in expense of 
running the narrow and broad guage will en- 
able the former to make transportation for 
long shipments much cheaper. Indeed, we 
are told that. Captain West has said that with 
this proposed road, he can lay coal. down 
cheaper in Atlanta (by the aid of Colonel 
Cole, we suppose) than she can get from any 
other source.

CHINESE GO TO EN- 


WHERE THE 
? Joy IT. 


Some of the “Opium Joints” of Boston—How the Drug 
is Weighed, Cooked and Smoked—The Fanciful 
Dreams of the Smokere—Six Smokers Ac. 
commodated to a Roo, Etc., Eto.

A stroll among the Chinese laundries and 


other establishments of our city has brought | 


to light many interesting peculiarities that 
are well worth knowing concerning this pe- 
culiar people; peculiarfrom their home train- 
ing, and made more peculiar, if possible, by 
their intercourse with the Caucasian race; 
for the Chinaman readily acquires new habits 
and peculiarities from the white man, but still, 
rarely loses any of his own foibles. They are 


too often looked upon as mere ciphers in the . 


community, except when they can be made 
useful by their skill in laundry work. 
are, as aruic, industrious and saving, so it is 
not surprising that they often become wealthy 
They apparently require but about half, or per- 
haps less, the amount of food that an Amer- 
ican thinks he must have, and as the quality 
of the food is also a very small consideration 
is able to make an 
additional saving in this way. The only real 
drawbacks to his rapid accumulation of 
wealth lie in his two vices of opium smoking 
and gambling. These vices are both very 
expensive, and if he allows himself to bé car- 
ried away by them, they rapidly eat up what 
money he has laid aside to carry himself, if 
he lives, or his body, if he dies, back to China. 
The use of opium is, perhaps, the most certain 
way of getting rid of his 
ash; for every cent spent in 
this way is a total loss to the smoker, while 
in gambling one of the players, at least, 
is bound to make something. The greater 
portion of. the race use opium in some form, 
and smoking is the most common mode of 
consuming it. Their opium dens are almost 
always back rooms connected with laundries 
or other establishments owned by Chinamen. 
A visit to some of these rooms brought many 
interesting points—and, to the general public, 
unsolved problems—to light. Wing Gone, 
Chong & Cy., undgr No, 32 Jdarrison ayenue, 
annotincee themselves on theirsign to be im- 
porters of general merchandise. The place 
also proves to be the favorite resort of the 
Chinamen of the city, and it is arare thing to 
see one of them pass by the door at almost 
any time of the day without at least stepping 
in for a few minutes, and a large number pass 
many hoursofeach day there. Gambling is ecar- 
ried on almost incessantly at this estab- 
lishment, and the two beds for the 
opium smokers are seldom found with- 
out an occupant. This is purely a Chi- 
nese establishment and is seldum frequented 
by any other race, although an occasional 
stragyler from certain classes of our commu- 
nity drops in totry bis hand at a Chinese 
game of chance, or to try the effects ptoduced 
by a pipe of opium. The common. belief 
thatthe opium smoker reclines on a bare 
bench while inhaling the intoxicating drug, is 
a mistuke, at least so far as our Boston 
smokers are concerned. Itis true that after 
the aroma has been inhaled the body loses all 
consciousness, and that the sleeper would be 
as comfortable on a bure pine bench as on a 
bed of eider down; but the process of pre- 
paring the opium for smoking is quite long, 
und would be tedious and unenduruble if the 
stuoker’s body were not comfortable mean- 
while. dens of

In almostall of the opium 
the city, beds are arranged for those who wish 
to smoke, and the holding capacity of the es- 
tablishmentis estimated, not alone by the 
number uf pipes tue proprietor owns, but 
also by the number of beds. The amount of 
opium required by a_ professional smoker 
to insure the intoxicating sleep and pleasant 
dreams sought for, is not great as compared 
with the amount ofother stimulants taken by 
an inebriate to satisfy him; yet it cannot be 
calleda smail quantity when we consider the 
deadly strength it contains. The opium is 
bought by the smoker in small pots or cups, 
— of holding a little more than one 
tablespoonful of liquid, which fall costs $1. 
The dealer is extremely careful of his stock in 
trade, and keeps the cup frons which he is 
using in his every day business in the money- 
drawer with his money. When acustor er 
calls fora pipe and opium, one of the small 
cups mentioned is produced and carefully 
weighed with a pairof balances of Chinese 
workmanship, and probably made expressly 
for his business. The beam of the balance is 
of ivory, about twelve inches in lenggh, 
not quite as large as the tip of a 
man’s little finger at the large end, 
and tapering to ashrp point at the 
other. ‘The markings or notches on the beam 
are very close together, scarcely a hair's 
breadth intervening. The hanging shelf, on 
which to place the opium cup, is suspended 
by four small strong cords, but another cord 
is wound around the beam at the bulance 
point, and fis held in the left hand while 
weighing. When the weight of the cup is 
exactly determined, the balance of the scales 
is moved out to the notch, which will give 
the desired amount of the drug, and the opium 
carefully ladied out into the cup. The ap- 
pearance of the opium us it is sold by the 
Chinese dealers for smoking is aot particularty 
uttractive, either to the eye or to the nostril 
of one not accustomed to its use. Itis about 
the consistency of a thin jelly, so it will run 
if the cup is cunted to one side, and is of a 
dark, almost black, color. The cup when fili- 
ed is taken to the Smoker, who proceeds to 
cook theopium. This requires a skilful and ex- 
verienced hand, as the drug is ruined by being 
burned, and the aroma lost. A small lamp is 
furnished, together with the cup of opium, 
and u steel wire about twelve inches long and 
twice the size of a knitting kneedle. The couok- 
ing is performed by dipping the needle into 
the opium, and then holding it over the lamp, 
keeping the wire ia constant motion to pre- 
vent burning. This motion is repeated until 
a ball of the cooked opium is gathered on the 
wire, When it is transferred to the bowl of the 
pipe, The stems of the pipe are made of 
amboo, and vary from 14to16 inches in 
-ength, averaging about 1% inchesin diame- 
ter. The upper end is closed by a cap of pol- 
ished wood containing an orifice of one- 
fourth of an inch or more, which is placed 
ugainst the lips, and notin the mouth, when 
smoking. ‘the bowls are of various 
kinds of metals—sometimes of silver—and are 
nearly as large asthe opium cups. Around the 
bowl, on the stem of the pipe, a piece of metal 
similar to the bow!’s is placed, to prevent-the 
bamboo from being burned while smoking. 
When the process of cooking has been suc- 
cessfully accomplished the laborious part of 
the affair is over, and the happy smoker falls 
back on his couch, moves tue lamp to its 
proper distance, and places the mouthpiece of 
the pipe to his Lips, and the bowl of the pipe 
—cunted over on one side, something as a to- 
bacco smoker cants his T. D. when endeavor- 
ing to get alight from alamp or gas jet—to 
the lamp, and complacently draws in the es- 
caping aroma of the burning drug. He allows 
all the opium to burn up, and inhales the 
whole of it in its vaporizedstate. In burning, 
the drug hisses, and splutters, and 
flashes out in a. bright flame, which 
seems to chain the senses of the smoker as the 
eyes of a snake do those of a bird, and when 
atlust the opium is consuined, the smoker 
drops off inte his longed-for sleep, and sees 
and eels with life-like clearness,.all offfthe 
good he can imagine. The slumber lasts for 
hours, and isso enticing that one who has 
once learned the habit cannot break himself 
of it, even although he Knows the practice is 
killing him. The habitual smoker can be de- 
tected at once by his sallow complexion and 
wasted form. This is as plainly seen in the 
Chinese smokers as in the Caucasian. The 
number of ourinhabitants who use the drng, 
outside of the Chinamen themselves, is ve:y 
few. comparatively speaking, although the 
habit is increasing far too rapidly. The

Caucasian tgade. The establishinent is gen 
erally understood to have ‘‘six pipes,”’? which 
means that the room is so arranged that six 
men can smoke at once. The Chinese who 
come to this den are of the higher class, 
which is made evident by the short hair, un- 
shaved heads and long finger nails. The pro- 
prietors of the opiam dens are generaily very 
suspicious of strangers, and a white man who 
tries to enter one of their smoking rooms, 
without first proving himself to 
be an old smoker, meets with a 
very cold reception, and nine times 
out of ten, the proprietor forgets his English, 
or else turns suddenly deaf, and answers “no” 
to any and every question put to him. The 
stranger is then forced to content himself with 
examining the outerand public room of the 
establishment, in which he can find many 
things of interest. The mode of keeping ac- 
count of ‘his stock, sales, receipts, etc. used by 
the Chinaman, is a real novelty to most peo- 
ple. In the larger establishments, small wood 
type blocks are used, instead of the brush of 
the smaller shops, and the work of an expert 
is really quite artistic. The lines, of course, 
run up and down and read from right to left. 
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No man knows what a ministering angel

‘Since the revised census returns have shown

the number of members of the house, divide 


‘the Whole population of the country by that 
‘sum, and adopt the quotient as the unit of 


representation. Then the whole population 
of each state is divided by the unit of repre 
sentation. There will then remain a number 
of members not placed, and these are allotted 
to the states which have the largest fractions 
of the unit of representation. In other words, 
the states are each allotted an additional rep- 
resentative in the order of the size of their 
fraetions over until the full number is ob- 
tained. 

What is known as the Seaton plan (being 
he invention of the chief clerk of the census 
department) follews the old method up to the 
point of disposiy.g of the fractions. It pro- 
poses, instead if taking the remainuers in 
order, to make a 1ew division for each increase, 
awarding that increase to the state which, 
after such has the largest 
quotient, and continues the divisions and 
additions until the nun: ber of representatives 
fixed upon is obtained. If the size of the 
house is fixed at 293, the unit of representa- 
tion is 168,503, the population of all the states 
being 49,371,543. Dividing the population 
of each state by the unit of representation, 
168,503, there are 271 members on even di- 
vision, with 20 to be allotted to fractions,after 
allowing one each to Delaware and Nevada. 
Inorder to find where the 274th member 
should be placed, the Seaton method divides 
thie population of each state by 274, and allots 
the representative to that state having the 
largest quotient after division, and this'is re-

The Seaton plan was adopted by the census 
conimittee of the house, but considerable op- 
position has been developed by discussivn, 
and it is not unlikely that it will be 
defeated. The difficulty lies in the result. 


The process, as we have detailed 


‘it, seems perfectly fair, but the result is un- 


fair. Its chief eilect isin behalf of the largest 
states. For instance, under its operation, New 
York, Pennsylvania and Illinois acquire 
members from Florida, Rhode Island and 
California, and Mr. Robinson, of Massachu- 
setts, has shown that the Seaton method, from 
the point where it leaves the old plan, simply 
puts in operation a series of practical para- 
doxes. Mr. Chace, of Rhode Island, shows 
that the four states of New York, Pennsy]- 
vania, Illinois and Ohio, with a population of 
15,900,000, would have 105 members under the 
Seaton plan, whereas 22 smaller states, with 
17,000,000 population would only have the 
same number—the paradox of progressive di 
vision practically depriving 2,000,000 people 
of congressional representation. 

The end which should be aimed at by each 
congressinan, republican or democratic, 
northern or southern, should be equality of 
representation, and: the placid character of 
the discussion thus far is in degree an 
assurance that neither partisanship nor sec- 
tionalism will be permitted to interfere with 
the solution of thisimportant question.

Paris, Febrvary 9.—Oi ail the disasters caused 
by the failure of the Union “enerale none has 
aroused more widespread and sincere sympathy 
than that which has at one fell tlow wrecked the 
home and fortune of Mme. Nilson Rouzaud 
and driven her unhappy hushaud to insan- 
ity. So many incorrec: statements 


have been published in regard to M. Rouzaud's 
case that, though very unwilling to disturb Mme. 
Nilsson at so sada time, I thought it well to ask ber 
to favor me with an interview that! might have 
the opportunity of contradicting the false reports 
current Mme. Nilsson kindly consented. Havi 
apologized for intruding on her in her afiicition 
asked whether her husband had ever exhibited a 
predisposition to insanity. 

Mme. Nilsson--Yes; about six years ago, in Swe- 
den, he lashed himself into ungovernable fury 
one day for a mere trifle, simply because he could 
not make himself urderst.d in Swedish. For 
three duys he was unmanageable and several times 
appeared te bave lost his memory. 

Correspondent—Was there any tendency to in- 
sanity in his family? 

Mme Nilsson—An aunt and a cousin on his 
mother’s side died insane. He himself is naturally 
of an excitable temperament. This fact %& due, 
no doubt, to his being a creole 

Correspondent—Were his habits regular? 

Mme. Nilsson—Extremely. He led a most domes- 
ties life. never dining without me exeeyt when my 
professional duties called me from home. No cou- 
ple could have been on more affectionate terms. 

Coyrespondent—How long had he been in busi- 
ness 
Mme. Nilsson—About two yearsago he purchased 
a share in the busine-s8 of a Varis agent de change, 
doing a great deal with Union Generale. He had 
also bought a large number of Union :imbale and 
Alpine shares. 

Correspondent—Do you still hold them? 

Mme. Nilsson—No: my husband sold out at a 
heavy lose when the crash came. 

Correspondent—I trust your private fortune is 
not seriously impaired? 

Mme. Nilsson—I had noseparate fortune, and had 
such entire faith in his affection and business ca- 
pabilities that 1 allowed him to invest my money 
as he chose. Like many others, he was led 
away by some passion for speculation. He 
invested heavily in Unions, in which he had 
most extraordinary contidence. When they 
began to fall his confidence, instead of growing 
less, became greater. It increased at last,to sueh an 
irrational degree that his fricnds perceived that his 
mind must be affected. For a whole week I 
managed to keep him at home, but it 
was impecssible to prevent him from getting 
sight of the newspapers. His excitement 
reached such a pitch ere lung that ,acting under the 
advice of my physician, I had recourse two alienists. 
Five of the most celebrated specialists of Paris, 
among them Drs. Charcot, Blanche and Lessegue, 
held a consultation, as the result of which I was 
advised to remove him to an asylum. 

Correspondent—W hat asylum? 

Mine. Nilsson—Dr. Goujon’'s, in the Rue Piepus, 
where he hasevery comiort. He has a bedroom, 
a sitting room, a dressing room and a gar- 
den for exercise entirely to himself. Dr. 
Blanche and our own family physician visit 
him daily and he is constantly watched by three of 
the most experienced guardians in the asylum. 
No one whose visit is in the least likely to exeite 
him is allowed aceess. Even I am forbidden to see

Correspondent—What prospects are there of his 
recovery ” 

Mme. Nilsson—The doctors can tell me nothing 
definite as yet. LTiere, however, isa letter just re- 
ceived from Dr. Blanche which gives me great 
com fort. 

Your correspondent here read the letter, in which 
Fr. Dianche stated that the patient had been very 
excited and incoherent but was physically better 
and took plenty of nourishment, and on the whole 
was ina more satisfactory condition than at first. 

Correspoudent— May I ask if you intend to return 
to the operatic stage? 

As soon asI am as- 
sured of my husband’s recovery | shall go back to 
America.

Yesterday morning’s CoNSTITUTION contained the 
most important circular that has yet been issued by 
the railroad commission of ‘ eorgia. While the 
actual changes made in that circular are not ex- 
tensive, it establishes a principle chat will be far- 
ftéaching and important, and that willinvolve a 
Vast amount of discussion. 

A RUMOR JUSTIFIED. 

For some time there has been a rumor that the 
commissiouers were discussing with certain mill 
men of Georgia the issues between the mills and 
the railroads. The millers claim that under the 
system of through rates, mow so generally estab- 
lished, the railrvads discriminate against them to 
an extent that has been practically fatal. Forex- 
ample they showed that the miller in 8&t, 
Louis could ship a barrel of tlour to Savannah, 
Georgia, for about fifty cents a barrel less 
than a miller in Atlaimta could ship the wheat from 
Bt. Louis to Atlanta, make the flour here and then 
ship itto savannah, The same advantage was held 
by the Nashville miller over Atlanta,and under 
this advantage the Georgia mills were unable to 
compete fairly with outside mills. It was hinted 
on the street that the commissioners agreed with 
the views presented by the miilers, and that they 
would shortly issue a circular ordering that the 
railroads should haul goods in Georgia, to any poin 

‘within the state, on the same basisof rates that 
they had, for the same manufactured articles, made 
outside of the state. The circular that appeared 
yesterday established the rumor as correct. 
WHY THE CIRCULAR WAS ISSUED. 

The circular was the universal topic of discussion 
on yesterduy,and us we have said before, will 
evoke considerable discussien. The railroads wll 
protest, possibly, and present their views to the 
public.’ The commissioners do not care to say any- 
thing at present beyond what is contained in their 
official circular, bit we understand that the fol- 
lowing are the views that caused the reform iu 
rates: 

When the railroad commission was first estab- 
lished the commissioners issued what is known 
as Note 1 to their first resolution. ‘This pro- 
vides that railroads may be permitted to make 
lower rates for goods manufactured along their 
lines than for other goods of the sume class, and 
that this shall not subject them to a penalty or 
Correction. This note was intended to put?t in 
the power of the railroads to foster home manufac- 
tures, but many of them have declined to take ad- 
Vantage of it, and have stuck to the maximum 
rate allowed, answering all complaints with the 
Statement that the commissioners had fixed the 
Fate and they proposed to enforce it. A sbort time 
since we understand the rate on flour from Atlanta 
t Savannah was raised from forty cents to sixty 
cents, and this probably hastened the action of 
the commission. 

The commissioners hold that the future prosper- 
ity of Georgia depends :argely upon manufactur- 
ing. The exposition has attracted general atien- 
tion to this state, and if capital is not shut out by 
discrimination{millions will be invested here in 
the next few years in shops and factories, ard these 
will resultin keeping at home millions sent out 
for the purchase of manufactured articles, give 
emplo*ment to thousands of men now idle and 
bring in thousands of immigrants to 
in the work.

An ordinary

barrels per day, is thus discrimivated against, the

termine the business one way or another. 
Another advantage possessed by the western manu- 
acturer is that the railroads give him car Joad rates 
in the shipment of a single barrel, which they de- 
@line to do with local mill men. Under these dis- 
ériminations the Georgia mills are suffering, and 
many of them announced their Getermination to 
move their mills out of the state unless they re- 
eeived relief. An outsider looking ont a location 
with a view of investment, the commissioners 
thought, Would certeinly select a point in the west 
where the through rates would give bim an ad- 
vantage 

The com:nissioners moved by these considera- 
tions prepared and issued the circuler alluded to 
They do not propose te say what the roads should 
charge as through rates. All that they insist on is 
“that the local rate should be proportioned to the 
‘through rate. They 4 not insist that it should be 
exactly the same rate per mile because it is more 
expensive to handle local shipments than the 
through ones. To cover these termiual expenses 

they allow the local rate to be about twenty-five 
per cent above what is charged per mile on the 
through rate. On selecting the tbrough rates on 
which to base the local rates, the c missioners 
did not take extreme cases, as forexample from St. 
Louis to the coast. They took what are compara- 
‘fively average through rates, namely, from the 
Qhio river to Atlanta, Macon and Augusta, 
they based the 
tariff of local charges which they presented yester- 
day. Toshow that they did not seleet the lowest 
rates, on one road that is allowed twenty-two 
cents a barrel on flour, a barrel of flour is 
carried to certain points on the coast by the same 
road for three ceuts. Still the commissioners have 
put the figures at such a pitch that itis not believed 
possible for the roads to meke through rates much 
below them, so that it wil! be virtually impossible 
for any discrimination to be practiced agains.

HOW IT 1S OBSERVED IN THESE 
LATTER DAYS. 


Ancient Country Hos. itality Taking on the Airs of 
Modern City Lite, and the Sentiments Going 
Out of It—A Spirit of Reserve Usurp- 
ing Old-Time Cordiality.

Undoubtedly many of our city people can 
sympathize with the nice old lady who said: 
“T ain't no hand to go a-visiting, and I don't 
like to have folks a-visiting me without send- 
ing word.” In the country, that is to say, in 
that portion of the republic that lies outside 
ofany large metropolitan center of popula- 
tion, to visit is to pay a long and informal 
call without special invitation. In the west, 
where unconventional manners and customs 
have been longer preserved in their natural- 
ness than elsewhere, people say: ‘‘Come and 
visit with me,” thereby meaning that the in- 
vited one shall pay a visit to the inviter, the 
‘with’ being a pure local- 

isin. Possibly in some parts 
| of New England and New 
York there may be people who maintain the 
youd old free and easy custom of paying long 
and wholly unannounced visits to neighbors 
It never was the practice of city

and friends. 
people, at least, not in recent times, to “‘go a- 
visiting.’ And now that the whole country 
has become more and more sophisticated by 
the baneful example and influence of the 
city, ancient gossips and centenarians lament 
the decadence of the primitive manners 
which obtained when it was thought polite 
and friendly to dropin upon a family and 
“spend the day and take tea.”’ There was a 
tiie when it was customary for the good lady 
of the house to live in constant preparation 
fora friendly invasion of her mousehold by 
anv one of her neighbors. Some other good 
woman would tell her husband, at the noon 
dinner thatshe was going to visit Mrs. So- 
and-So that afternoon, and that he might 
call at tea time, if he chose. Otherwise, 
he would “finda cold bite in the pantry.” 
This was sufficient for the husband, who usu- 
ally went after his wife. It was not consider- 
ed necessary for the guest to send word of her 
coming. She swooped down upon the house- 
hold marked for her visitation sure of 
her welcome. Importuned to ‘‘make herself 
perfectly at home.” she took out her knitting- 
work and accépted the invitation in all sin- 
cerity and literalness. What she and her 
hostess talked about during the long after- 
noon, the historian peed not inquire. The 
small concerns of town and village life are 
never allowed to suifer from neglect when 
two excellent women are ‘“‘visiting with each 
other.’’ The men folks came in at tea-time, 
and the party made themselves soberly merry 
over their repast. In the stories of- Mrs. 
Stowe and Sara O. Jewett one may find full 
descriptions of what these comfortable peo- 
ple had to eat and how the table was served. 
There is nothing like it in any city. 

It will be observed that the enjoyment of 
these mild festivities chiefly consisted in the 
fact that the oceasion was wholly without 
ceremony. <A party with invitations must 
needs be formal. The business of visiting was 
once conducted on a plan which involved no 
formality and no special preparation. It 
should not be forgotten that there was in all 
well-reguiated comimunities an unacknowl- 
edged account current maintained between 
the families of any town or village. Thus, 
Mrs. Blifkins would be said to ‘‘owe’’ Mrs. 
Snufkins a visit; and Mrs. 8. would sooner die 
than pay a visitto Mrs. b., while this ovliga- 
tion remained unliquidated. If the transac- 
tion were to be regarded from.a commercial 
point of view, we should say that Mrs. Sn af- 
kins was the debtor and that Mrs. Blifhins was 
the creditor who would, some day, come down 
upon. Mrs. 8. and eat and drink up the debt. 
But no such mercenary notion as this was 
ever entertained by our hospitable mothers 
and grandmothers.

But it had at 
least the merit of a certain spuntaniety of 
good-fellowship, 60 to speak, which is un- 
known to modern and tashionable society,

these are not visits. Then there are din- 
ner parties. There were dinner 
parties in the good old visiting days, too, but 
not like those of the present time. Nowa- 
days, an invitation to dinner is like a draft. 
It is to be honored at sight, but usually with 
a three days’ grave. Unless the receiver hon- 
ors the demand. or furnishes a reasonable ex- 
ense, he may be said to have repudiated his 
obligations. It is purely a busivess affuir, this 
dinner giving and dinner-accepting transac- 
tion. Most families keep a set of books in 
which al! dealings of the sort are posted with 
mathematical accuraey. Single men, who 
have no helpmate to remind them of thei 
engagements, post their dinner cards where 
they may be seen every morning, stern moni- 
tors of the day’s ‘pleasures.’ There jis 
the call which must be peid by the 
invited guest, within seven days after the 
dinner has been eaten, or declined: and 
when his obligation has been Cischarged the 
honest member of so: iety thanks bis stars and 
takes courage.

Report ol H. H. Tueker. President Atlanta Hospital 
and HKenevvlent Home. 

Atlanta, Ga., December 26, 1881.—Honorable 
James W. English, Mayor of Atlanta: Sir—As_ pres- 
ident of the board of trustees of the Atlanta hos- 
pital and benevolent home, | beg leave to make to 
your honorand tothecity council the following 
report: 

The institution commenced operations under its 
present management on the 156th of Mareh last, 
though for some ten years previous to that time, it 
had been dispensi: g its bounty under the direction 
ofa number of ladies, to whose benevolence and 
heroic devotion it owes its existence. The 
results of their work previous to the inan- 
guration of the present management, I leave 
to the recording angel. and report only what has 
been done since I have been the chief officer. 

As your honor is aware, an arrangemelit was made 
by which the institution was to receive and acco - 
mo‘date all the white hospital patients of thecly 
in retura for which the council agreed. to pay. sev- 
enty-five dollars per month. Every white patient, 
whose care fell on the city, has been sent to us, and 
we have received every one of them, and have al- 
wavs had room for more. Besides this, we have 
provid: d for, in our home department, a large 
numberof persons who may be called paupers, 
most or all of whom would have been chargeable to 
the city, if we had not assumed the burden of their 
support. All these persons, both in the hospital and 
in the home department, we have supplied with 
lodging, fuel, diet, nursing and medical attendance 
by the city physicians. We have hada competent 
matron, who is herself afgraduated physician, aud 
who, in many cases of emergency, bas rmsnauered 
valuable service, 

From the 15thof March last, until the present 
date (December 28th), we have received and enter- 
tained one hundred and fifty-four persons, O! 
these, fifiy-nine were if the hospital, and ninety- 
five in the home department. To these persons we 
have afforded, in the aggregate, four thousand 
and six hundred days entertainment, to-wit: To 
those in the bospital, fifteen hundred and nineteea 
days and to those in the home department, three 
thousand and eighty-one days. Our books will sbow 
the names of ali these persons, with a brief descrip- 
tion “f each, and with the date of entrance and 
discharge of each. These books are open to your 
inspection, and an examination of them is invired. 
Besides whatis above recited, we have furnished 
innumerable meals to persons in want, and have 
occasionally furnished lodging to the homeless, 
and of this no record has been kept. _ 

Our fare is generally very plain, but is wholesome 
and good of its kind: and I ‘presume, 18 quite &s 
ood as most of our inmates have been accustomed 
to. Forhospital patients, we try to provide more 
delicate food, and ina few instanees, this diet has 
cost us, in actual outlay, as much as 75 cents per 
day : 

Of course it will be seen, that the $75 per month 
paidin by the council, is by no means sufficient to 
support such an institution; the deficit. has been 
supplied by the generosity of kind-hearted citizens; 
and justice requires me to say. that most of our aid 
has come tO us through the hands of our ‘“‘honor- 
pe wowen,” of whom there are in Atlanta, “‘not 
a fow.”’ 

We always need more than we have, and I beg 
through you to appeal to the bounty of the citizens 
fur further aid, (our butidings need a new roof, 
and mouey for this purpose, or fot our general pur- 
poses, would be gratefully received. Wealso solicit 
donations of provisions of any kind, and in an; 
quantity, from a barre of flour, or 
a barrel of sugar, or a sack 
of coffee down to the leg of a chicken or a loaf of 
bread or abasketof greens. Milk, eggs, butter 
fresh neat and vegetable are acceptable ; and £0, 
indeed, 1s anything that ajhuman being can eat. 
Donations in money may be handed to me in per- 
son, or to our treasurer, David Mayer, or to our sec- 
retary, H. Cranston, or to any of our board of trus- 
tees or to any lady in this city who will promise to 
hand the funds tous. Donations of provisions,etc., 
may be sent directly to the home, No 81 East Ala- 
bama street, next to the marble yard, and opposite 
the Georgia railroad depot. Oursign is over the 
door. BME: 

I may add that our buildings (known as the old 
Calhoun house) belong to us; they were bought and 
paid for by the ever-honored women who were the 
authors and mothers of this beneficent charity, 
whose reward 1s in heaven.
